jj AN. ORDINANCE amending General Ordinance No. G-97 
| by authorizing the vacation of certain public 
alleyways. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 
INDIANA: 


SECTION 1. A petition for the vacation of certain alley- 
ways by TOKHEIM CORPORATION having been filed with the Fort Wayne | 
City Plan Commission, and a resolution having been duly adopted 
by the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission on September 22, 1969, 

_ following a public hearing thereon, all in accordance with Section
